EDWARD J. BARRETT, whose inauguration January 9, 1945 as the 28th Secretary 
of State in Illinois, was born on March 10, 1900, in Chicago. His preliminary education 
was received there, and at the age of seventeen he enlisted in the 131st Infantry and 
served his country in World War I. After the war he continued his studies at Spaulding 


Institute and finished at Mayo College, where he received a degree of Bachelor of Science. 


Mr. Barrett began his business career in the advertising and sales promotion field, 
later becoming active in organized labor. He then entered the investment securities 
business, in which he was active until he was elected State Treasurer in 1930. He had 
the distinction of being the youngest State Treasurer in the United States as well as the 
youngest ever honored with election in Illinois. In 1932 he was elected Auditor of Public 
Accounts and re-elected for this position in 1936. In 1943 he enlisted in World War II 
in the U. S. Marine Corps as a private requesting overseas duty and served at Pearl 
Harbor. He was discharged from military service in 1944 after receiving his corporal 


stripes. 
In 1944 he was elected Secretary of State and in that office is State Librarian. 


Mr. Barrett is an active Legionnaire, a member of the Disabled Veterans of the 
World War, Veterans of Foreign Wars, Thirty-third Division War Veterans Association, 


Illinois Athletic Club and numerous civic, social and fraternal organizations. 
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OUR IN-SERVICE TRAINING PROGRAMS?

AMONG the first in-service training 
courses to be sponsored by the Illinois Civil 
Service Commission in Springfield in 1944- 
45 were two in library science. 


The courses were planned through the 
cooperation of the Illinois State Library 
and offered through the Division of Univer- 
sity Extension of the University of Illinois. 


.While the in-service training program 
was planned primarily to benefit State em- 
ployees, the courses in library science were 
opened to any interested persons in Spring- 
field area with the understanding that there 
would be no promise of positions in the

libraries in the area. Thirty-six persons 
registered in both classes. 

Two courses were offered: “Introduction 
to Library Science” with Alice Lohrer 
of the University of Illinois Library School 
faculty as instructor; and “The Library in 
Today’s Social Order” with Dr. Gwladys 
Spencer, also of the University of Illinois 
Library School faculty. 

Miss Lohrer’s course had as its objective 
“To train clerical and sub-professional staff 
members in the basic principles and tech- 
niques of American library service.” 

In these days of labor shortages when 
it is not always possible to get trained 
library workers, the need for such a course 
was more imperative than ever. The only 
prerequisite was high school graduation or

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its equivalent. The tuition charged was 
$10 and no credit was given. 

Dr. Spencer’s course had as its objective, 
“to bring latest information about library 
policies and techniques to professional li- 
brarians.” It was first intended to give 
this as a graduate course with credit toward 
an advanced degree. But since the desire 
of the registrants was to take this course 
as auditors only, this course also was given 
without credit for the tuition fee of $10. 
Both courses met at the State Library on 
Tuesday evenings from 7:00 until 9:00 
o’clock for 16 sessions. 

Miss Lohrer’s class, as its title indicates, 
was an introduction to the fundamental 
techniques and processes of library work. 
Among the range of topics covered was: 
the use of the U. S. Catalog and Cumu- 
lative Book Indexes, the filling out of 
order cards, processing of books, cataloging, 
filing, charging, circulation and records, and 
reference work. Several evenings were de- 
voted to some of the: subjects. 

Dr. Spencer’s course was a survey of the 
library’s development as a social institution. 
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Special emphasis was given to parallel 
trends in sociological, educational and gov- 
ernmental fields as they affect the library’s 
position in the world today. Following a 
brief history of the library and the library 
movement in this country, a very interest- 
ing study was presented for several eve- 
nings of social trends in the United States, 
particularly since the turn of the century. 

“As the public library must correlate its 
work with other social institutions an un- 
derstanding of the trends that are going on 
around us is of great benefit to the libra- 
rian who would keep abreast of the times. 
Whether for better or for worse, the world 
we live in has undergone a social revolu- 
tion since the days of our childhood.” This 
study of trends helped the class to see 
vividly the changes that have been going 
on around us. 

The trends that have occurred in dif- 
ferent types of libraries were discussed, and 
a study of types of special libraries, federal 
aid to libraries, planning for the future, the 
adult education movement, regional libra- 
ries and state libraries.

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RECORDINGS AVAILABLE NOW AT THE 
ILLINOIS STATE LIBRARY

PHONOGRAPH records as a medium in 
audio-visual education are now available 
through Illinois State Library. While the 
collection is still in the preliminary stage 
of expansion, it totals at present about two 
hundred and fifty records. Many libraries 
in large cities and university centers have 
had record libraries for some years past, 
their services have been for the most part 
limited to the local territory served—the 
city, the county, or the faculty and student 
body. The record collection of Illinois 
State Library is available for use on the 
same basis as that for books, for state-wide 
circulation. Requests for loans will be 
handled in the same manner as requests for 
reading material, the borrower paying the 
cost of transportation. Whenever possible 
records will be sent by express—in other 
cases by parcel post. 

In an endeavor to facilitate care in 
handling, packing instructions are inclosed 
in the package anent these points. A letter 
is sent, regarding shipment, the period of 
loan, care of records, and use of needles. 
Records are loaned for a period of two 
weeks. 

It is anticipated that the collection will 
be of special interest to music study and 
appreciation groups, as well as to individ- 
uals. In the selection of records the auto- 
matic sequence has been chosen whenever 
possible, since these are more satisfactory 
for either group or individual use. The 
automatic sequence can be used on manu- 
ally operated instruments. 

No list of records in Illinois State Library 
collection is at present available, but the 
library will be glad to answer requests as to 
specific titles, artists, etc. The collection 
is broad and varied in scope, with a well 
balanced selection of the classical and 
modern. Since space does not permit more 
than a cursory enumeration of some of the

groups represented in the record collection, 
this must be rather a medley or a pot- 
pourri of what is available. 

The symphonies lead off with an inter- 
esting collection of Beethoven, Brahms, 
Schubert, Dvorak, Sibelius, Tchaikovsky. 
Among these is Beethoven’s ‘“Pastorale,” 
the “Eroica,” and the well known “Fifth.” 
There is the “New world symphony” of 
Dvorak, and Tchaikovsky’s “Sixth,” per- 
haps his best known. This, the “Patheti- 
que,” he himself conducted on the occasion 
of the premier in St. Petersburg; unfor- 
tunately enough it was then and through- 
out the composer’s life time, considered “a 
flop.” 

The collection also includes a variety of 
orchestral works by classical and modern 
composers — Mendelssohn, Mozart, Bee- 
thoven, Rossini, Wagner, Strauss. There 
are among them the “Fire bird suite” of 
Stravinsky, and “Swan lake” of Tchai- 
kovsky. Orchestras recorded number 
among others the London, Cleveland, Vi- 
enna, Philadelphia, Minneapolis. Violin 
and piano concertos include a varied repre- 
sentation of composers, from Beethoven, 
Liszt, Tchaikovsky, to Gershwin and 
Shostakovitch. Organ and piano recordings 
include among others the works of Bach, 
Brahms, Chopin, Debussy and Paganini. 

Opera selections number brilliant and 
enduring excerpts from French, Italian and 
German composers. It is impossible to list 
all, but among them are Carmen, Rigoletto, 
Lucia de Lammermoor, La Boheme, ballet 
music from Aida, the prelude to Lohengrin, 
and a group of arias from operas by Mo- 
zart, sung by Lily Pons. 

Choral and vocal recordings range from 
the works of present day composers to 
selections from the Messiah sung by the 
Royal Choral Society, Russian folk and 
liturgical music by the Don Cossack Chorus, 
and Gregorian chant as sung in Solesmes. 
In the lighter vein are albums of Stephen 
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Foster, George Gershwin, Victor Herbert, 
Sigmund Romberg, and Rudolph Friml. 
These recordings are familiar favorites, 
such as the “Chocolate Soldier,” and ex- 
cerpts from “Porgy and Bess.” Also avail- 
able are recordings of Christmas carols, folk 
songs of Latin American countries, early 
American ballads, Indian music, and Negro 
spirituals. 


American country dance tunes constitute 
a picturesque selection in keeping with the 
growing interest which has been manifested 
in musical festivals in various parts of the 
country. These musical gatherings which 
are growing in popular enjoyment and ap- 
preciation are a wholesome stimulant to 
community spirit. 


Many of the most colorful and beautiful 
compositions are among the suites and 
tone poems, the selection is truly “high, 
wide and handsome.” Here are recordings 
to suit the widest range of fancy—such a 
compass and contrast as Debussy’s 
“L’Apres midi d’un faune” which is a 
model of musical design, and Tchaikovsky’s 
“Nutcracker Suite,” the charming fairy-tale 
music in holiday setting with the dance of 
the sugar plum fairy and the waltz of the 
flowers. There is the exotic orientale 
“Schehredzade” of Rimski Korsakow, with 
the Arabian nights for background, in con- 


trast to “The Sorcerer’s Apprentice” of 
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Paul Dukas. Sibelius’ delicate “Swan of 
Tuonela,” inspired by the Kalevala, na- 
tional epic of Finland, homeland of the 
composer, is distinguished for beautiful 
passages by the English horn. In contrast 
to all these is the piquant and entirely de- 
lightful “Till Eulenspiegel,” the riotous 
Puck of music, a Don Quixote in melody; 
then there is also the unique “Peter and 
the wolf.” 

These are just a few samples from the 
musical largesse—perhaps they may serve 
to interest and intrigue. It is hoped that 
these records, varied as they are, and 
representing the works of the finest com- 
position in the universal language, will 
meet a useful and happy response among 
those who find in music one of the durable 
satisfactions. With the loan of records may 
also be coupled the use of reading ma- 
terials on appreciation, background, his- 
tory of music, biographies and other related 
aspects. Emerson has spoken of music as 
“The poor man’s Parnassus,” and an 
ancient Chinese philosopher opined “If the 
king loves music, there is little wrong in 
the land.” This last may require a bit of 
salt, since history supplies contradictions, 
But good reading and fine music suggest 
themselves as two of the “musts” for 
gracious and abundant living, and possess 
in themselves some of the ingredients of a 
preface and a preservative for peace. 





WAR DEPARTMENT COMPLETES EDUCATION PROGRAM FOR 
INACTIVE THEATERS 


‘*V7-E PLUS 30 days marks the beginning 
of an extensive education program for 
Army personnel in the European, Mediter- 
ranean, and other inactive Theaters of 
Operation,” according to Lt. Colonel 
Spencer D. Benbow, executive officer of 
the education branch of the Army Service 
Forces. 

Colonel Benbow revealed that War De- 
partment plans for the Army education 
program, begun over a year ago, are now 
complete. “European and Mediterranean 
Theaters of Operation will have their 
theater plans complete and will be ready to 


open schools when the fighting stops,” he 
stated. “Textbooks and other instructional 
materials and supplies have been flowing 
through ports of embarkation for many 
months. Ample supplies are on hand over- 
seas to open schools at any time.” 
Educational facilities similar to those ex- 
isting in a large American community will 
be made available to a majority of person- 
nel. There will be academic and vocational 
instruction at upper elementary, high 
school, technical school, and college levels. 
On-the-job training will be stressed. There 
will also be educational advisory and vo- 
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cational information services, furloughs for 
educational purposes and field trips to 
places of cultural and historical interest. 

Colonel Benbow described four types of 
schools to be utilized in the post-hostilities 
Army education program: 

(1) “The Unit School’ is planned for 
a battalion or geographically separate unit 
of about 1,000 men or less. It is expected 
that several hundred of these schools will 
be opened to offer literacy training, upper 
elementary school subjects, a standard high 
school curriculum, vocational courses — in- 
cluding on-the-job training—and junior col- 
lege courses. 
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(2) “The Technical School,” established 
where specialized equipment is available, 
will offer a variety of vocational courses 
not offered in “Unit Schools.” 

(3) “The Army University Study Cen- 
ter,” designed to offer higher education in 
the liberal arts, sciences and professions, 
may be established on a military post or in 
a civilian enducational plant. 

(4) Foreign civilian colleges and uni- 
versities which offer definite educational 
and cultural advantages for the greatest 
numbers of military personnel will enroll 
many men on a temporary duty basis.

ANTICIPATING RURAL PROBLEMS 


THE Illinois Board for Vocational Edu- 
cation issued in January of this year its 
1945 Handbook for Teachers and Super- 
visors of the food production war-training 
program. The Handbook, prepared by Dr. 
H. M. Hamlin, Professor of Agricultural 
Education at the University of Illinois, re- 
views the food production war-training 
program for the past year and explains the 
various types of adult classes that can be 
offered in each community of the state in- 
terested in a vocational agriculture pro- 
gram. 


Section two of the Handbook, “Prospects 
for 1945,” is of general interest to all edu- 
cators with a concern for evaluating the 
problems of adult students as a means of 
determining the content of adult classes. 

It is of equal value to librarians serving 
rural communities who wish to anticipate 
the requirements of this part of their 
clientele as one means of providing more 
effective library resources. 


The following paragraphs are quoted 
from the Handbook: 

“Our responsibility for the war-training 
program for adult farmers is as great as it 
ever was. In spite of enormous food pro- 
duction in 1944 (33 per cent above the 
average production for 1935-39), there is 
as great danger of a shortage of food in 
1945 and 1946 as we have faced at any 
time during the war. 

“In addition to our wartime responsibili- 
ties, we have a growing responsibility to 
help returning veterans become adjusted in 
farming. Many veterans are returning to

civil life during the war. We must begin 
preparations for receiving much larger 
numbers of them when the war ends. 
There are so many prospective veterans 
that their education cannot be provided 
entirely in the colleges. Most of them will 
want to return to jobs and family life and 
to pursue their further education, if any, 
on a part-time basis in the communities 
where they are working and living. The 
local public schools will be mainly re- 
sponsible for the education or the lack of 
education of the veterans of World War 
ee 


“A. Problems likely to be of concern to

1. Continuing maximum produc- 
tion as an aid to the war effort 
and to take advantage of the 
prevailing good prices. 

2. Organizing farm operations so 
that they can be performed with 
the least possible 
often with labor of poor quality.

12. Utilizing new services to farm- 
ers which will be provided 
when more manpower is avail- 
able. 

13. Improving schools, libraries, 
health programs, recreational 
programs, and other community 
services. 

14. Assimilating veterans 
into the community.

Not only can we help farm people to pre- 
pare for what lies ahead; we can boost 
their morale by encouraging them to think 
about the brighter prospects after the war 
as well as about their current difficulties. 
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UNJUMBLING THE BOOK CLUBS 


In his history of adult education, Fron- 
tiers of American Culture, James Truslow 
Adams points to the various book-of-the- 
month clubs as one of the large sections of 
educational activity which make up what 
he terms the “adult education jumble.” 
The book clubs, even when set apart from 
all other adult education activities, remain 
somewhat jumbled themselves. The mul- 
tiplicity of the selections and the variety of 
clubs leave justifiable room for confusion 
in the mind of any potential subscriber or 
any educator contemplating the correlation 
of widely distributed books with guided 
reading programs. 

Some definition of the scope and variety 
of the book clubs can be found in an 
article appearing in the November, 1944 
issue of Consumer Reports. The magazine 
lists the twelve best known clubs giving 
information about their ownership, the re- 
quirements for membership, and a repre- 
sentative list of the books distributed by 
each club during the past year. In the ar- 
ticle accompanying the listing, the relative 
advantages and disadvantages of book club 
membership are set forth. The article also 
carries a note calling attention to the 
economies in the purchase price of books 
that can be made through a careful buying 
of books after they have been issued in 
reprint form. 

The same issue of Consumer Reports 
also carries information about stamp col- 
lections and phonograph records; both of 
which have educational implications of a 
greater or lesser extent depending upon the 
individual definition given to the term 
adult education. 


NEW HEALTH FILMS AVAILABLE 


Especially recommended for use in im- 
munization educational programs in schools 
is the new one-reel sound motion picture 
film, Defense Against Invasion, recently ac- 
quired by the Film Library of the Illinois 
State Department of Public Health. A 
Walt Disney production, this film, in color, 
emphasizes the importance of vaccination. 

Another Walt Disney film, Winged 


Scourge, a cartoon on malaria control, also 
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in color, is available for showing to general 
audiences, as well as a three-reel print of 
the sound film, Malaria, illustrating the 
methods used by mosquitoes in spreading 
disease. 

Of interest to adult audiences is the two- 
reel film, To the People of the United 
States, dealing with the problem of 
syphilis in the Army. The leading char- 
acter is portrayed by Jean Hersholt. 

Two other films recently acquired are: 
Children Must Learn, showing the need for 
adaptation of the school program to the 
problems of the community; and, The 
Right to Hear, a three-reel film, in color, 
emphasizing the importance of organized 
programs of conversation of hearing. 

The Film Library also has available a 
new sound filmstrip, Danger, Women at 
Work, which has been designed expressly 
for showing to industrial groups. The 
dangers associated with long hair, loose 
sleeves, poor posture, unprotected eyes, etc., 
are emphasized. 

Films listed here, as well as all others, 
are available to responsible persons and 
agencies in Illinois at no cost except the 
express fee or postage for return to the 
Film Library at Springfield. Requests for 
films should be made as far in advance as 
possible, and should state whether sound 
or silent prints are desired. Projectors 
available for loan are in silent models only. 
—Illinois Health Messenger,

In the discussion the group was 
able to borrow from the experiences of 
specialists in the field of juvenile delin- 
quency. The resource board included: 
Mrs. Hamilton Loeb, The Association for 
Family Living; Mr. Max West, Juvenile 
Court; Rev. Ralph A. Gallagher, S. J., 
Loyola University and Mr. G. Darby, The 
Institute for Juvenile Research. Mr. Ralph 
McCallister, Director of the Adult Educa- 
tion Council, acted as chairman of the 
meeting. 

To help the educational directors in the 
planning of their individual programs, lists 
of bibliography, related films and how they 
can be obtained, and types of follow-up 
activity were distributed at the meeting.

BRANCH LIBRARY DISCUSSION 
PROGRAMS 


During the months of January and Feb- 
ruary the Lincoln Library in Springfield 
and the Sangamon County League of 
Women Voters cooperated in sponsoring a 
series of group discussion programs in the 
Springfield branch libraries. The program 
continued for five weeks and consisted of 
three different groups which meet simul- 
taneously in each of the three branch li- 
braries on consecutive Thursday evenings. 

The announced subject for discussion, 
selected in advance by a joint committee 
of the officers of the League and the 
branch librarians, was on _ international 
peace organization. Each of the three 
groups were led by experienced discussion 
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leaders and, in keeping with the objectives 
both of good discussion and public library 
policy, every effort was made to avoid en- 
dorsement or censor of any specific plans 
for a peace organization except as individ- 
ual attitudes of endorsement or condemna- 
tion developed through the process of dis- 
cussion itself. Once the program was 
launched there was no effort made to hold 
the groups to a discussion of the an- 
nounced topic. Each group proceeded not 
only to develop its consideration of the 
subject in its own way but to talk about 
the issues and events in which greatest 
common interest was evidenced. To a re- 
markable extent, however, all groups dis- 
cussed international affairs in about the 
same proportion and came to nearly the 
same fundamental conclusions about the 
essentials of a peace organization. 
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Attendance at the discussion groups 
ranged from nine to twenty-six partici- 
pants. The average attendance for all 
meetings was fourteen. Some of the groups 
served light refreshments as an incentive 
for stimulating conversation, others met 
thirty minutes early to listen to the broad- 
cast of the Town Meeting of the Air, and 
still others utilized to advantage a prelim- 
inary prepared statement given by the dis- 
cussion leader on the specific subject 
selected for the evening’s consideration. 

At the conclusion of the five week period, 
all groups decided to continue with the 
program. One group decided to continue 
its meetings in private homes, another to 
meet on alternate weeks at a home and at 
the branch library, and the third group 
elected to continue its meetings every other 
week at the library.

ABBOTT LABORATORIES LIBRARY 
North Chicago, IIl.

THE primary purpose of a special library 
is to save time for the organization which 
it serves. To an industry founded on sci- 
entific research the library is an essential 
part of the laboratory equipment, for with 
the proper balance between laboratory and 
library, millions of dollars otherwise wasted 
in repeating old experiments may be saved. 
Not only the research workers but mem- 
bers of other professional and non-profes- 
sional groups at Abbott Laboratories de- 
pend upon library resources for information 
concerning their work. 


PERIODICALS VERSUS BOOKS 


While public library statistics are largely 
records of book circulation, the special li- 
brary reckons in periodicals, pamphlets, 
photostats, reprints and microfilms. Texts, 
handbooks and monographs are required for 
study and reference in the library and for 
departmental use, but information right off 
the press, often a news item or the pro- 
ceedings of a recent society meeting, must 
be supplied. To meet this demand the sci- 
entific and technical periodicals are circu- 
lated to specialists in various fields. Before 
circulating, however, all articles pertinent 
to our work are indexed with annotations, 
and weekly bulletins of the articles in 
subject compilation are sent to all members 
of the research staff and to company ex- 
ecutives. In 1944 there were requests for 
3,939 articles from a total of 5,761 which

appeared in our weekly bulletins during the 
year. Cards for all indexed articles are 
kept in a master file for quick reference 
and the compilation of bibliographies. 


INTER-LIBRARY LOANS AND 
MICROFILMS 


Public, university and special libraries 
respond graciously when our library does 
not produce the information or literature 
desired. Scientific and technical associa- 
tions, government and state agencies, and 
authorities in various subjects are sources 
of information. Out-of-print books, sub- 
scriptions to foreign periodicals which are 
not available from pre-war sources, and 
special articles from journals which are 
difficult to purchase or borrow are obtained 
on microfilms at less than the cost of the 
original articles. The Current List of 
Medical Literature published by the Army 
Medical Library is the invaluable source 
for references available on microfilms from 
that library. 


PUBLICITY 


Publicity for our library follows the in- 
direct method of seeking information con- 
cerning projects and developments within 
the organization and bringing to the atten- 
tion of groups and individuals the litera- 
ture which will promote their interests. In 
these days of high-pressure production and 
man-power shortage few employees in 
engineering, production or administration 
find time to come to the library. Informa- 
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tion is sought by note or telephone and 
messenger service literally takes the library 
to them. Announcements of new books 
and pamphlets appear in a supplement to 
the periodical indexing bulletin. The li- 
brary is brought to the attention of about 
4,000 employees, including about 2,700 at 
North Chicago, the personnel of 15 
branches in the United States, and subsidi- 
aries in Latin America, England, Australia, 
South Africa and India, through this 
medium and house organs for various 
groups. Seventeen Study Club Groups 
composed of employees pursuing studies in 
relation to their work, and approximately 
fifteen. committees working under the 
Abbott Group Management Plan are given 
library aid. Members of the medical and 
allied professions outside of our organiza- 
tion also are given assistance through 
abstract and bibliographic service. 


COMMITTEE MANAGEMENT 


Since our circulation is largely in peri- 
odicals, recommendations for subscriptions 
and many problems relating to circulation 
and indexing are the responsibility of a 
Periodical Committee. The formation of 
post-war plans for expansion recently led 
to the appointment of a Book Committee. 
With the objective of providing a well 
balanced working collection of books, 
members of this committee are representa- 
tives of research, medical, engineering and 
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sales departments. This committee also 
acts in an advisory capacity in weeding out 
obsolete material. The librarian is a mem- 
ber of both committees, the recommenda- 
tions of which are referred to the Director 
of Research for approval. 


LOCATION OF LIBRARY 


The library occupies attractive and 
spacious quarters in the research building. 
In the stack room 17,000 volumes on the 
subjects of chemistry, medicine, pharmacy 
and business, include more than 300 titles 
of bound periodicals. The attractive read- 
ing rooms contain wall shelving, tables and 
panels of two-toned walnut. Chemical 
symbols decorate the upper section of the 
book shelves and murals fashioned from 
wood veneer occupy the wall spaces above. 
Hippocrates, Avicenna, Paracelsus, Harvey, 
Lavoisier, Morton, Long, Pasteur and 
Ehrlich are the subjects portrayed by the 
artist Weimar Pursell. An exhibit case 
containing Abbottania depicts the “Growth 
of an Idea’’** which was responsible for the 
organization of which we are a part. A 
bronze bust of the dosimetrist, Adolphe 
Burggraeve, whose system of medicine Dr. 
Wallace C. Abbott followed, has been pre- 
served through the years as a memorial to 
this idea.

What’s News in Illinois Library Service 








BRITANNICA COLLECTION OF CONTEMPORARY 
AMERICAN PAINTING 


WHEN, in September, 1943, E. H. Powell, 
president; Walter Yust, editor, and Glenn 
Price, art director of the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica decided to commission the 
painting of a number of pictures to illus- 
trate several articles in Britannica publica- 
tions, they had no idea that hardly two 
years later they would have gathered to- 
gether, as the result of this idea, a most 
complete and representative collection of 
contemporary American painting. 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica Collection 
of Contemporary American Painting, now 
numbering 116 works by as many artists, 
will be exhibited publicly for the first time 
during the period of April 12 to May 13 
at the Art Institute of Chicago. After that, 
it will be shown at leading museums, gal- 
leries and other public places throughout 
the United States in a tour that may ex- 
tend as long as five years. 

In 1943 Britannica was 175 years old. 
From its first edition in 1768, when it 
boasted 160 full-page copper engravings, to 
its 1943 printing with 19,000 line drawings 
and black and white color plates, Britan- 
nica has been probably the most lavishly 
illustrated reference work. Now, because it 
wanted to heighten interest in several of its 
articles, particularly in Britannica, Jr., and 
because it considered American art to be 
the most virile in the contemporary world, 
Britannica commissioned several famous 
United States artists to make these further 
contributions to its publications. 

Paul Sample of Vermont, for example, 
was asked to paint a scene descriptive of 
“Maple Sugaring in Vermont.” Doris Lee, 
a native of Aledo, Illinois, painted “Arbor 
Day” to illustrate an article on that sub- 


ject. Robert Philipp, born in New York, 
made a painting descriptive of an impres- 
sion of the play “Harriet,” currently 
starring Helen Hayes, to go with an article 
on the theater. Alexandre Hogue, born in 
Memphis, Missouri, did “Avalanche by 
Wind” to depict the ravages of the ele- 
ments during the Dust Bowl days. Several 
other artists were in that original list of 
those painting expressly for the Britannica 
publications. 


But, as the paintings began arriving at 
the Britannica headquarters offices in Chi- 
cago, the idea of extending the project to 
form an adequate collection of contempo- 
rary American painting was inescapable. 


By December, 1943, Britannica’s plans 
were complete. It would attempt to gather 
together a collection of representative 
paintings, from the academic to the ab- 
stract, by outstanding American artists who 
have painted during the 20th Century. 


To make sure that personal preferences 
in painters, which would inevitably stamp 
so large a collection were the pictures 
chosen by only one or two persons, would 
not influence the choices, Mr. Powell and 
Mr. Price devised a questionnaire which 
was sent to about fifty artists, museum 
directors and art dealers throughout the 
United States. From this questionnaire 
Britannica was able to determine what a 
cross-section of the art experts of America 
believed to be not only the best artists in 
the United States, but also the artists 
whose contributions directly through their 
paintings, teaching and influence were 
doing most to vindicate American art, to 
“sell” American art to Americans. 
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Of the 116 painters represented, at least 
a third of them (such men as Thomas Hart 
Benton, John Steuart Curry, Grant Wood 
and Charles Burchfield) are so deservedly 
well known that the need of their inclusion 
was obvious. The problem, therefore, was 
to determine how many more and who were 
needed to complete a representative collec- 
tion. The questionnaire gave the answers. 


While believes that the 
present collection is admirable in its repre- 
sentation of American artists, it acknowl- 
edges the absence of several prominent 
painters whose work would add to the value 
of the collection. Better work by some good 
artists is temporarily unavailable, either be- 
cause the artists are in military service and 
are not producing paintings, or because 
good work by some artists is already in 
collections which are not to be broken up.

As paintings by other artists become 
available they will be reviewed by Britan- 
nica with the thought of adding them to 
the collection. 


The paintings now in the collection were 
purchased outright by Britannica in many 
sections of the country either from the 
artists themselves or from their represen- 
tatives. Mrs. Guy Pagano, author and close 
friend of many of the artists, wrote new 
biographical sketches of them for inclusion 
in Britannica’s catalog of the collection and 
obtained personal statements from the ar- 
tists about their paintings to be printed in 
connection with the biographies. 


When the paintings were delivered to 
the Britannica offices, rather than put them 
in a storeroom until time came for them to 
be sent to the Art Institute of Chicago, 
they were hung in the company offices 
where the several hundred employes could 
see them. They had been displayed there 
for several weeks when construction work 
in the offices necessitated their temporary 
removal. 


“We were delighted,” Mr. Powell said, 
“when we realized that everyone missed 
them. They missed the excitement of new 
paintings arriving, they missed the discus- 
sions, the gatherings en route to lunch or 
after the day’s work. They said the place 
looked lonely. 
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“All of this we watched with honest 
satisfaction. For this in a small way was 
what might happen to all America. This 
was what we had hoped for and believed 
in. This was the reason we have been col- 
lecting contemporary American painting. 

“This is why we intend sending the col- 
lection all over the country wherever it is 
wanted and wherever it can be looked at 
by an interested public. Exposure to art 
without any coercive insistence seems to be 
a democratic basis for meeting any new 
experience that Americans understand and 
approve. Believing as we do that inherent 
good taste, the love of beauty, is not 
limited to any one class we have high 
hopes for this venture. 


“Perhaps because the collection bears the 
imprint of Encyclopaedia Britannica we 
should express a more dignified anxiety for 
cultural benefits to the American audience. 
Education and culture are indeed the 
functions of Britannica. But dignity need 
not be pompous and culture need not be 
tyrannical or aggressive. Our tastes cannot 
enrich unless they are set free. 

“Britannica hopes that America will 
really look at her own art, but the deci- 
sion, in all good faith, rests not with 
Britannica but with America.”

TEUTOPOLIS LIBRARY 
CENTER 


Communities as well as schools are in- 
terested in the extension of library services. 
A good example of this is Teutopolis, a 
community of about 800 people. 


Like other communities in that part of 
Illinois, Teutopolis is virtually all Catholic, 
the parish being the center, not only of 
the community’s religious life, but of its 
social and cultural life as well. 


Years ago the parish had a library, but 
through lack of support, its usefulness 
ceased. People had read all its books. 
Four years ago the community made an 
attempt to put the library on its feet again 
but this was unsuccessful, because they 
could not supply the books needed by a 
live library. Recently Father Germain 
Schwab, O. F. M., assistant pastor of St. 
Francis Parish, undertook to revive the 
project. 


While considering plans for its rehabili- 
tation, he learned from Reverend George 
Nell of Island Grove, that the Extension 
Service of the Illinois State Library would 
give assistance to projects such as theirs. 
Accordingly, the St. Rose Sodality, acting 
as sponsor, wrote the State Library its 
plans and asked for a book loan. 


Since the children were served through 
the public school library, the need was for 
adult books, chiefly biography, history and 
fiction, and preferably by Catholic authors. 
Following the Sodality’s suggestions, the 
Illinois State Library selected 200 books 
for the use of the adults of the community. 


While the project is too recent to show 
results, the keen interest indicates that the 
third attempt to establish a library center 
in Teutopolis will be successful.

CHICAGO. The public library had the 
largest circulation of books of any library 
in the world in 1944—over 10,000,000. 


CHICAGO. “Forgetful readers con- 
tributed an all-time high of $129,699.25 in 
fines for overdue books to the Chicago 
Public Library in 1944” according to a 
statement of N. R. Levin, assistant libra- 
rian. 


DEKALB. Work has just been completed 
on the insulation of the public library. 
Observations to date indicate that less fuel 
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is being required and it is believed that the 
building will be cooler in the summer. 


EUREKA. The public library is now 
moved and settled in its new home made 
possible when the requirements in the 
Annie Davidson will were met in the 
specified time. The library is open three 
days a week from 2 P. M. to 9 P. M. 

One of the features of the library in its 
new quarters is the establishment of a De- 
partment of Memorial Books. A specially 
constructed section of shelving for the 
books has been contributed by one resident. 
This book case is made of wood from trees 
in the locality and a bronze plate is at- 
tached marking the memorial shelves. 
Anyone so wishing may give books in 
memory of friends or relatives who have 
given their lives in service of their country, 
or, in memory of any other person they 
wish to honor. For the benefit of those 
who may wish to contribute memorial 
books, the library has compiled a list of 
titles, old and new, of appropriate books 
and ask donors to confer with the librarian 
before making any purchases so that gifts 
will not be duplicated. 


GALENA. On January 4 the Galena 
Public Library celebrated its 50th anni- 
versary of service. In 1895 the library was 
opened in two rooms of the post office 
building with about 1,500 books. At that 
time the patrons were not allowed to go 
to the book shelves but asked for the books 
from a printed catalog. In 1908 a new 
building provided by Miss Anna E. Felt was 
erected to house this rapidly growing com- 
munity library, which each year becomes 
more and more appreciated by the citizens. 


ILLINOIS STATE LIBRARY. Because 
of the continued illness of her mother, 
Charlotte Ryan has been granted an ex- 
tension to her leave of absence until July 
1, 1945 and Ida Faye Wright will continue 
as Acting Chief of Extension Service. 


HINSDALE. A number of new books 
have been added to the library during the 
past year as gifts from “The Friends of the 
Library.” This is “an organization of men 
and women who recognize the significance 
of books in the village and who wish to 
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make the public library a greater factor in 
the social and civic life of Hinsdale.” Its 
objectives are “to enrich the resources of 
the public library and promote its services 
in the community.” It encourages en- 
dowments, memorials and gifts. These 
gifts supplement the limited library budget 
for books and are chosen from special 
subjects and for permanent appeal. 

There is also a growing number of 
memorial gifts from individuals. These 
books are marked with an appropriate 
book-plate and are chosen to represent the 
interests of the persons honored. 


LaGRANGE. The public library cele- 
brated its 40th birthday on January 2. 
When it opened in 1905 there were 3,000 
books on the shelves—there are 17,000 
useable volumes now. Through the co- 
operation of the Woman’s Club and work- 
ing with Andrew Carnegie, the village 
board adopted the required ordinances, and 
the library, which had been merely con- 
versation previously, became a reality. 


LENA. Mrs. Marion Ward Pufahl has 
again given the public library an annual 
gift of $10 as a memorial to her parents. 


MEMORIAL BOOKS. The custom of 
giving memorial books to the public library 
when a friend dies, instead of sending 
flowers, is becoming increasingly popular in 
Decatur and Oak Park. Each book has a 
special bookplate on which is noted the 
mame of the donor and the name of the 
person in whose memory the volume is 
given. In most cases, the memorial book 
represents the interest or the hobby of the 
person in whose memory the book is given. 


MURPHYSBORO. Again the Business 
and Professional Women’s Club made an 
annual contribution of $300 to the Sallie 
Logan Library for the purchase of books, 
primarily non-fiction titles. 

Book memorials for their friends who 
have died, have been received from several 
patrons of the library. 
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PEORIA. Anne McKay, director of 
children’s work at the public library, has 
resigned to accept a position in the library 
at Columbus, Ga. In her new position she 
will be assistant librarian and supervisor of 
children’s work. Her home is in Macon, 
Ga. 


QUINCY. Word has been received that 
Emma Christ, who was in charge of the 
reference department of the Quincy Public 
Library for the past 37 years, retired on 
February 15. 


Ruth O’Malley, formerly Executive Sec- 
retary of the Missouri Library Commission 
and later of the staff of the Cincinnati 
Public Library, has been appointed to suc- 
ceed Miss Christ. 


URBANA — UNIVERSITY OF ILLI- 
NOIS LIBRARY. The library of Dr. 
David Kinley, president emeritus of the 
University of Illinois, who died in Decem- 
ber, 1944, was given to the University and 
is to be known as “The Kinley Collection.” 


WILMETTE. All books owned by the 
public library are not directly available on 
the shelves to the patrons. Several thou- 
sand books have had to be stored because 
of the crowded condition at the main 
library. During the warm months of the 
year calls for these books are filled on re- 
quest, and the borrower eventually gets his 
book even though he may have to wait 
several weeks for it. In the cold weather 
most of the books stored are not at all 
available. Indexes as to what is in storage 
are kept at the Loan Desk. 

(Editor’s Note: Wilmette is not the only 
library in Illinois in which service is 
handicapped because of lack of space in 
which to properly shelf their book collec- 
tion.) 


WINNETKA. Because of ill health Mrs. 
Carrie Burr Prouty, has resigned from the 
Board of Trustees of the public library on 
which she served in various capacities for 
43 years.

COURSE ON “CREATION OF RECORDS” 


A SHORT course on the “Creation of 
State Records” was included among the 
In-service training courses for State em- 
ployees sponsored this winter by the IIli- 
nois State Civil Service Commission. The 
instructor was Margaret C. Norton, 
Archivist, of the staff of the Illinois State 
Library, and lectures were held in the IIli- 
nois Archives Building every Wednesday 
during January, 1945, from 4 to 5 P. M. 
No tuition was charged and no formal 
registration required. Unlike most other 
courses in this series, this one involved no

prerequisites and carried no_ university 
credit. 

The course was planned for chief clerks, 
head file clerks, secretaries and other per- 
sons responsible for the creation of records. 
The smallest attendance, 43, was at the 
first meeting, the largest, 65, at the fourth 
lecture which was on photography in record 
work. Thirteen State departments sent 
representatives, among whom the largest 
groups were those from the Department of 
Public Health (14), Civil Service Com- 
mission (9), Department of Public Welfare

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(8), and State Library including Archives 
staff (12). Fifty-eight signed to receive 
copies of supplemental printed and mimeo- 
graphed matter. 

Bulletins descriptive of all courses being 
offered and a poster advertising this course 
were distributed to all State departments 
by the State Civil Service Commission. 
The poster read in part as_ follows: 
“IMPROVE YOUR RECORDS SYS- 
TEM! Are YOUR files burdened with 
useless material? Do you retain unimpor- 
tant current matter for a long length of 
time, matter that could safely be discarded? 
—PLAN TODAY to attend the in-service 
training class in ‘Creation of State Records,’ 
a class in which you will discuss informally 
the problems of creating records, and con- 
sider the need for a well-rounded adequate, 
compact record system.” The weekly 
“Civil Service News Letter” carried re- 
views of each lecture. 

So far as is known, this is the first 
course of this sort presented by a State 
archival agency to other State officials. 
The following outline may be suggestive to 
those planning similar lectures.

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USING MICROPHOTOGRAPHY TO 
REDUCE THE BULK OF RECORDS 


Do NOT Use Microfilm 


i. 


For records which have already 
served their purpose and which have 
no further administrative, legal or 
historical value. Seek authority to 
destroy such records. 

Unless there is a sufficient volume of 
records to be microfilmed to justify 
the purchase of suitable filing equip- 
ment or reading devices. Two or 
three rolls of film which are never 
used because they cannot be read, 
are bound to get thrown out as trash. 


DO Use Microfilm copies for administrative 
purposes, to relieve the pressure for office 
vault space 


i. 


For records which may be suitable 
for destruction in from five to 
twenty-five years. 

The National Archives says that the 
cost of microfilming is not justified 
in the case of records which are to be 
destroyed in less than five years. 
When records have to be preserved 
for as long as five years the cost of 
microfilming is just about equal to 
the cost of warehouse space plus cost 
of filing equipment and _ servicing. 
Originals can be sent to warehouse 
storage. 

For records which must be kept 
permanently. Originals can be sent 
to the State Archives Building for 
preservation.

That the form in which the original 
records are kept and the method and 
frequency of use conform to the sug- 
gestions as to suitability stated below. 
That the time required for threading 
rolls into the reading machine and 
other inconveniences inherent in the 
use of microfilm such as eye strain, 
bottlenecks because only one film 
can be consulted at one time, etc., do 
not unduly impede efficient service. 
That the records filmed are not to be 
consulted directly by the public who 
are unaccustomed to the use of read- 
ing machines.

What Records Are Best Suited for Micro- 
filming 


The feasibility of reducing the volume by 
microphotography depends upon the com- 
pleteness, organization and form; and the 
nature and extent of the use of the files. 


1. 


Generally speaking, long series of 
documents of uniform style and con- 
tent are easier to microfilm and 
easier to use once that process has 
been completed than heterogeneous 
ones. Records that can easily be re- 
ferred to by numbers and symbols 
are most susceptible to microfilming, 
though almost any type of material 
can be so handled if means are pro- 
vided for finding individual docu- 
ments. 

The files should be complete—closed 
and inactive. For instance, case files 
to which additional documents must 
be added from time to time, do not 


lend themselves conveniently to 
microfilming. Additions require 
splicing, create other mechanical 


complications and give rise to ques- 
tions as to the completeness of the 
file. Some courts may refuse to 
accept a spliced film as evidence. 


The files should be organized in a 
relatively simple manner, whether 
chronological, alphabetical, numerical 
or by subject. It is essential that 
records be properly arranged and in- 
dexed before filming. Once they are 
filmed rearrangement is not practical. 
Records cannot easily be used on 
microfilm unless they are well ar- 
ranged and adequate finding mediums 
provided. 


The files should consist of material 
of uniform or nearly uniform size. 


The extent and nature of the use of 

the file should be considered, since 

difficulties in locating specific items 

on long rolls are considerable. 

a) References to the files, therefore, 
should be relatively infrequent. 

b) The references should not be of 
varied nature, requiring extensive 
searching to locate items relating 
to a specific inquiry. 
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Recommended Practice for Microfilming 
Records 


i. 


Destruction of 


Records should be photographed in 
a manner which preserves the in- 
tegrity of the files. The regulations 
of the National Archives on this sub- 
ject are as follows: 
“Records have not been photographed 
in such order as to preserve the in- 
tegrity of the files 
1) If it appears that the records 
have not been photographed in 
an orderly arrangement estab- 
lished in the regular course of 
business or specially established 
for the purpose of facilitating the 
use of the records; or 
2) If it appears that all the records 
specified have not been photo- 
graphed; or 
3) If it appears that all the records 
specified have not been photo- 
graphed in such a manner that 
their meaningful content remains 
fully legible and intelligble with 
the aid of the proper devices.” 
All microfilm copies, particularly if 
they are apt to be used in court, 
should be certified. The certificate 
should include evidence that the 
records photographed actually con- 
stitute the given files and that every 
document therein has been included. 
The addition of documents after 
microfilming necessitates splicing, 
which in turn requires certification.

the records of his office for adminis- 
trative use, without securing permission 
from any outside authority. Such 
microfilm copies and certified copies 
made therefrom shall be deemed orig- 


The value of many 
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inal records “for all purposes, includ- 
ing introduction in evidence in all 
courts or administrative agencies.” 


If after microfilming a record it is de- 


sired to destroy the original from 
which the copy was made, the State 
official is required to secure legislative 
permission to destroy the original 
record as in the case of any other 
record proposed for destruction. In 
addition, he is required to secure the 
approval of the State Records Com- 
mission as to the quality of the micro- 
film records it is proposed to substitute 
for the original record. This approval 
involves an investigation as to whether 
the film copy conforms to standards of 
permanence as specified by the U. S. 
Bureau of Standards, and as to 
whether the film preserves the integrity 
of the files as defined above under the 
heading Recommended Practice for 
Microfilming Records. 


The following original records may not, 


under the above cited Statutes, be de- 

stroyed even though microfilmed: 

1) If the record in question bears 
dates less than six years after the 
transactions to which they relate 
have been concluded. 

2) If any law provides that the rec- 
ord be kept for a period longer 
than six years or if any law pro- 
hibits their destruction. 


The question as to whether or not a 


specific record should be destroyed 
should be referred to the State Records 
Commission for discussion and consid- 
eration. The State Records Commis- 
sion comprises the State Archivist, the 
State Historian, the State Librarian 
and two representatives of the depart- 
ment (the head of department and the 
division chief concerned).

solely of the information contained in 
them; the form in which it is recorded, 
and the order in which they are filed, 
all of which may be preserved in 
photographic copies. There are also 
many records in which some value is 
inherent in the originals and which 
should not be disposed of even though 
photographic copies have been made.
